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CLEAN-UP 
FOLLOWS 
TULE FLOOD 


Clean-up work and repair of 
damaged property is underway to- 
day following the Friday and Sat- 


urday flood of the Tule river. 
There has been no compilation 


of damages along the river, how- 
ever, it is stated that 32,000 acres 
were under water in the Lower 
Tule River Irrigation district, 
while other areas were flooded 
around Oettle bridge and the 
Rockford bridge. 

As compared to the 1950 flood, 
this week’s high water peaked at 
from 23,000 to 25,000 second feet 
southeast of Porterville, compared 
to 28,000 second feet in 1950, but 
peak flow continued much longer 
and indications are that consider- 
ably more water came down the 
river. 

Big break in the river bank 
came above Oettle bridge, allowing 
water to pour out into the Wood- 
ville. country and to eventually 
join with waters of the flooding 
Kaweah in the Rankin field area. 

A number of homes were flood= 
ed in the Woodville district; baled 
cotton was washed out of the yard 
at the Coberly West gin in Wood- 
ville. 

Because of the longer peak flow, 
more bank damage was reported 
than in 1950. Just south of Por- 
terville, an estmiated 15 acres of 
alfalfa dropped into the river on 
the Ted Cornell place, and the 
home of Supervisor Ray Longley 
was hoisted onto rollers and pulled 
back from the river as water cut 
deeply into the bank.

AID TO 
COUNTY NOT 
YET DEFINITE 


Extent of federal aid to Tulare 
county for repair of flood damage 
is not determined, it was reported 
this morning by Rodgers L. Moore, 
of Porterville, chairman of the Tu- 
lare county board of supervisors, 
who flew to Sacramento yesterday 
to present resolutions to Gover- 
nor Goodwin Knight seeking some 
$5,830,000 through civil defense 
channels. 

Status of civil defense aid, as of 
now, is this: Although Governor 
Knight has declared California an 
| emergency area, civil defense as- 
sistance is forthcoming at present 
only to those districts that have 
been declared emergency areas by 
the federal director of civilian de- 
fense — ‘Yuba City and Marys- 
ville. 

In these two areas, assistance is 
being given in such things as res- 
toration of municipal] utilities, re- 
moval of debris, and repairing of 
sewage disposal systems. 

Tulare county is not now elig- 
ible for this type of assistance. 

However, the U. S. army en- 
gineers have authority, in the 
county flood emergency, to restore 
streams to their channels; to re- 
store streams to their former ca- 
pacity and to generally take nec- 
essary steps to put river systems 
in their pre-flood condition. 

It is expected the county will 
work through the Fresno office of 
the engineers to get this type of 
assistance.

Dry wood as fast as you can 
without aggravating shrinkage or 
deformation. Open windows and 
doors enough to give good ventila- 
tion but maintain a temperature 
of 50° to 60° F. or BIEHCE in the 
house. 

After the house has dried out it 
may be possible to draw some of 
the buckled flooring back . into 
place with nails. Some humps may 
be removed by planing or sanding. 
The work can be lightened consid- 
erably if a planing or sanding ma- 
chine can be rented. Such floors 
planed heavily may never look well 
enough to be used uncovered. But 
an old floor smoother can serve as 
a base for new flooring. 

Or, when smoothed, the old floor 
;may be covered with felt and one 
of the smooth floor coverings. 
These include linoleum and tiles 
as asphalt, rubber, or plastic ma- 
terials.

Mold on the surface of wood can 
usually be removed with a cloth 
dipped in water to which a small 
amount of kerosene has been add- 
ed, or with a solution of borax in 
water.

legal-age escort. Or teenage boys, 
sitting at a table with legal-age 
boys, can take a nip without be- 
ing noticed. The problem is dif- 
ficult for the many honest people 
who operate bars and restaurants; 
it is difficult for the police to get 
a case that will stick against the 
few dishonest operators. Perhaps 
if the people of the state were will- 
ing to call a saloon a saloon and 
a restaurant a restaurant, and 
teenagers were required by law to 
stay out of saloons, the policing 
problem would be simplified to the 
point of enforcement.

were damaged. Hubbs and Minor 
ditch diversion dam, opposite the 
Cornell field, was left high and 
dry as the river cut into the field; 
Poplar ditch wing dam above the 
Grevilla street bridge went out; 
Vandalia ditch head gate was by- 
Passed as the river cut a new 
channel; several hundred feet of 
the Campbell-Moreland ditch dam 
washed out; Porter Slough intake 
was washed around on both sides 
and about 100 feet of slough bank 
went out near the river. 

One “‘old timer” on the river at- 
tributed some of the cutting effect 
of the flood to the fact that so 
much sand and gravel has been 
taken from the river bottom in the 
Porterville area and on up the 
river above Worth, causing water 
to deepen the channel as much as 
three feet at some points which in 
turn allowed the water to cut un- 
der brush and trees that might 
have held the bank. 

City of Porterville suffered little 
damage; Springville community 
suffered little damage, however, 
most bridges along the Tule were 
damaged to some extent. 

The bridge just above the Soda 
Spring at Springville, stood the 
gaff, but nearly 300 feet of ap- 
proach on the east side washed out

River road bridge was battered as 
water and debris poured across it, 
and its approaches went out; 
Globe bridge was closed, although 
not apparently too badly damaged; 
Worth bridge approaches washed 
out; Porterville’s Main street and 
Olive street bridges were kept 
clear of debris, although traffic 
was stopped on Olive street when 
a gas main crossing the river 
broke.

BOOKS SHOULD 
BE DRIED SLOWLY 


By Mary Ruth Dewey 
Home Advisor 


Books and papers should be 
dried carefully and slowly. Books 
should be placed on end to dry and 
the leaves kept apart. After ex- 
posure to the air for a time they 
should be piled and pressed to keep 
the leaves from crumpling. 


This alternate drying and press- 
ing should be continued until the} 
materials are thoroughly dry, so as 
to prevent mildew. If books are 
very damp, sprinkle cornstarch or 
talcum between the leaves to take 
up the moisture; leave for several 
hours and then brush off. A little 
heat and separating of the pages 
are desirable toward the end of 
the process, to prevent musty

may be handled in much the same 
way as hay that is being made 
from freshly cut grass’ states the 
U.S.D.A. Bales of hay should be 
opened and spread out to dry. Wet 
grain should be spread and dried 
as quickly as possible. Producers 
may wish to avail themselves of 
commercial grain dehydrators. 

The U.S.D.A. states that feeds 
which are slightly musty or partly 
spoiled are more likely to injure 
horses than cattle and hogs will 
tolerate still poorer feeds. There 
is a distinct risk in using feeds 
that are spoiled in any degree. 
The spoiled feed should not be 
used if sound feed is available. 
“The principal danger lies in di- 
gestive disturbances and so-called 
forage poisonings.”’ 

Farmers with hay must be par- 
ticularly watchful for heating. 
Hay that is wet may heat suffi- 
ciently to cause fire. Water va- 
por, pungent and irritating odors, 
and the presence of hot, wet areas 
are warning signs. Temperature 
readings can be taken in hay 
stacks if conditions are such as to 
warrant concern. 

A temperature of 185° F. is def- 
initely reaching the danger point 
and removal of the hay is advised. 
If the temperature reaches 200° F. 
the hay should be removed. In 
handling hot hay all precautions 
|should be taken against fire.

shall thoroughly be disinfected be- 
fore being put to use. 

.1. Pump well to waste until 
water is relatively free of turbid- 
ity. 

2. Stop pump. 

3. Add chlorine solution (see 
table below) to well between well 
casing and pump drop pipe until 
residual chlorine is well above 50 
parts per million. 

4. Allow well to stand for ap- 
proximately, 30 minutes to permit 
chlorine to settle in well, then 
surge well by alternately starting 
and stopping pump in order to 
wash down inside of casing and 
drop’ line with chlorinated water. 

5. Open taps at farthest ends of | 
water system and at ‘‘dead ends” 
and to be sure by testing that 
chlorinated water has filled all 
pipes in the system (chlorinated 
water can be detected by odor and 
taste — like Purex). 

6. Let well stand without pump-: 
ing for 24 hours or as prescribed 
by the local sanitarian. 

7. Pump well to waste until 
there is no color or odor of chlor- 
ine in the water. 

Chlorine Compound ( Purex,, 
Clorox or other household bleach 
at 5%) required to dose 100 feet 
of pipe at 50 parts per million:
